Ocean Perch Fillets Show August Gain, Groundfish Supplies Up 

Supplies of Ash e ry products in th e 
United States became increasingly 
ti ght durin g August. Available suppli es 
of Ash blocks, cod All e ts, spiny lobsters, 
a nd shrimp were well below th e pre­
vious year . Furthermore, ne\\ suppli e 
(landings plus imports) of flounder , 
haddock, and sea scall ops were a lso 
down from 1972 during the month . 
Onl y ocean perch Allets registe red a 
substant ial ga in during Augu~t. As a 
result. prices of most pecies rose dur­
in g the month , with m a ny reaching 

record levels. 

GROUNDFISH 

Supplies of th e majo r groundAsh 
Allets during August (T ables 1-5) were 
29 percent above the previous year as 
large beginni ng-of-the-m o nth holdin gs 
and a slight ga in in imports compen­
sated for a 34 percent drop in the 
domestic catch . La ndin gs of a ll th e 
major specie (cod, flounder, hadd ock. 
and ocean perch ) continue to be well 

below 1972 . 
Although new supplies during the 

month were below 1972. the quantit} 
of groundAsh in storage is suffic ient ly 
large to support a sub~tantial gain in 
consumption. Despite rricc incrcascs 
(Table (1) for all ~pecics at all Ic\cl\. 
consumption during August rosc 10 
percent abo\'e thc samc month a ycar 
ago. Sales of ocean perch led the gai n 
by ri sing 92 percent. Lower supp li es 
and hi gh prices. however , combined 
for a 30 percent drop in cod consump­
tion . 

BLOCKS, SLABS, STICKS, 
AND PORTIONS 

Raw material for Ash s ti c ks a nd 
porti ons production continued to be 
short in Au gust as imports of 
blocks (T a ble 7) we re aga in below 
th e previous yea r . The quant it y re­
ceived during Au gust , however. was 
well above the amount imported in 

Jul y. In a n apparen t effo rt to build 
suppli es in a nticipa ti o n o f hcav} fou rth 

quarter production , in vc ntori cs rose 
32 percent during th e month. H ow­
eve r , thi s large increa~c was abou t a 
million pound~ '> hor t of the August. 
1972 in ve nt ory build up. Pri ce,> of 
blods (Tab le !\) re~ronded to th e 

gro""in g hort age b) Increasing from 
2 to 3 cents for most '>recie'>. The 
s tead) increase in bloc\... pnces '>0 far 
in 1973 ca n on l} spell further rri ce 
increases for sticks and porti ons 
(Tablcs 9- 10) in later months . Furth er

Landings and imports were well be low 
a year ago. as were in ventories on 
Septem ber I . 

U.S . landi ngs dropped .f I pe rcent 
during August. resu ltin g in a n 8 -month 
total of 133 million pounds- 14 per­
cent below Janu a ry-A ugust 1972. 
Lower Gu lf shrimp la ndings continue 
to be the primary reaso n for the 1973 
decline. Apparently. the e ffects o f 
the spring fl oods on the shrimp crop 
were till being felt in th a t area . Only 
th e P ac ific catch increased in 1973. 
based on higher landin gs in Alaska a nd 
a reco rd ca tch in Oregon . 

Although th e qu a ntit y of impo rt s 
improved from la rge ea rlier declines 
to onl y a 7 percent dro p in August. 
th e total amount received durin g th e 
first 8 months was s till off 16 percent 
from the previous year. One e ncour­
agi ng note during the month . however. 
was a 28 percent rise in th e quantity 
impo rt ed from Indi a (th e second 
leading source of U.S. shrimp imports). 
This is particul a rl y noteworthy because 
of th e 58 percent declin e in shipme nt s 
received from that country during th e 
fi rst 7 months of 1973. The August 
increase from India is like ly th e resu lt 
of reduced J apanese purchases of 
shrimp due to sluggish market condi­
ti ons in J apan . 

Although the supply of shrimp in 
the U nit ed States has become 
increasing ly ti ght . exports of shrimp 
continue to be well above the previous 
yea r . While in creased exports during 
the first 7 m o nths we re supported by 
hi ghe r shipments to Japan. the August 
increase was not. The ga in during th a t 
month was th e result of increased 
shipments to severa l E uropea n coun ­
tries. inc ludin g De nmar k. Norway . 
Sweden. and th e United Kin gdom. 
One poss ibl e ex pl anat io n for thi s ga in 
is that d omestic price increases are 
regu lated under Ph ase IV contro ls 
whil e ex port pri ces a re no t. The oppor­
tunit y for greate r profi ts through ex­
ports has. th e refore . ap pare ntl y pro­
vided suffici ent ince nti ve for a sub ­
stantial increase in fresh a nd froze n 
shrimp ex port s.

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Prices at all levels (Table 12) we re 
well above the previous year, partic­
ul a rl y fo r the smaller size shrimp . 
Because of the current shortage of 
suppl y. prices generall y rose 10 to 20 
percent above last month . This rapid 
price ri se had little affect on consump­
tion , however. Sa les were up a hefty 
52 percent during August , leavin g 
J anuary-August consumption of 266 
million pounds 4 percent above th e 
previous year. 

SCALLOPS 

T otal supplies of scall ops (Ta bl e 
13) during August were aga in well 
above the previous year. Although 
total supplies were 23 percent above 
the quantity avai lable during the same 
month In 1972, the August total 
was significant ly below the 55 percent 
gain registered in Jul y. H igh begin­
ni ng-of-the-month inventories offset 
declines of 39 and 24 percent for 
landings and imports, respectively. 
The decline in landings was apparently 
caused by the tie-up of the New Bed­
ford scallop fleet while lower imports 
were undoubtedly affected by the 
high quantity of scallops current ly in 
storage. 

Consumption of sea scallops dropped 
sharply during the month-down 28 
percent from the previous year. 
August's decline was likely a con­
tinuing reaction to the record prices 
(Table 14) prevalent through Jul y. 

AMERICAN LOBSTER 

The supply picture for American 
lobsters (Table 15) contin ues to be one 
of increasing landings and lower im­
ports. Supplies during the month were 
up about 4 percent to 4.6 million 
pounds: however, the total amount 
available during the first 8 months of the 
year was down about 4 percent. Th e 
decline in the quantity imported has 
more than compensated for the ri se 
in Maine landin gs. 

Demand has apparently remain ed 
strong because prices rose sharp ly 
durin g the mo nth (Table 16). Ex-

vesse l prices in August v.ere ur a bout 
2 percent from Jul y and 50 percent 
from 1972. Whol esa le prices rose an 
average o f 17 percent above J ul y and 
38 percent above the prev ious Au gust. 

SPINY LOBSTER 

August reco rded an increase 111 th e 
qu antity of spin y lobs ter imports for 
the first tim e in 1973 (T able 17 ). Al­
though th e J a nu a ry-Au gus t to tal is 

still down 16 percent , the quantity 
received in August was up 14 percent 
fr 'J m the previous year. H igher sh ip­
ments from Brazil, India, and H o ng 
Kong were primarily responsible for 
the Augu t increase . While receipts of 
warm-water tails have increased. poor 
catches in Australi a and ew Zealand , 
and loca l regulations on fishing and 
marke tin g in South Africa have limited 
shipment of cold-water tai ls. As a
